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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that Welch et al does not 
teach or suggest the limitation "and when processing is idle". In support of this, applicant has further argued that paragraph 0098 of 
Welch et al requires that the reaction start in order for the dome temperature to be controlled and that the reference does not support the 
control of temperature during idling. This argument is respectfully considered to be not persuasive for the following reasons. In Fig. 6, the 
increasing curves are prior art arrangements, rather then the invention of Welch et al (paragraph 0099). The line which is relatively 
horizontal is the results for the invention of Welch et al and indicates that the temperature is constant when the system is not in the mode 
of a plasma reaction is being carried out(paragraph 0099). In paragraph 0099, Welch et al state that the final temperature is reached 
alsmost immediately, and the line shown in Fig. 6 at 1 15 degrees C. would indicate that the start temperature at time zero is about 115, 
as is the final temperature, so that it would imply that the idling temperture was controlled at 1 15 as well as the temperature during 
reaction. From Fig. 7, it can be seen that the temperature between the reaction times is maintained relatively horizontal, indicating that 
the temperature control is maintained between reaction times. T1 is a start time and T2 is the time when bias is applied to the substrate, 
and T3 is the time through which the reaction is carried out(paragraph 0101). 
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
